LITTLE ROCK — (if) — 


The visit of two of Governor 
Futrell's closest advisers to 
Mississippi to study operation 
of the sales tax has given rise 
to speculation on whether the 
administration is considering 
such a levy to supplant the 
state property tax in Arkan- 
sas. 


Although declining to make state- 


ment regarding the purpose of their 
mission, Commissioners W. H. Child- 
ers and C. P. Newton of the Arkansas 
Corporation Commission spent two or 
three days in Jackson studying the 


. operation of the tax, and brought back 
with them copies of the law and data 
on its effect. 


Defeated Lust Year 


The sales tax was an issue in the 


general election lust year, but the pro- 
posal was voted down by the people 
by a large majority. It did not have 
official sponsorship, however. 


Advocates of the 'kale tax levy in the 


legislature have grown in numbers in 
recent months, but they are divided 
in their reasons for desiring such a 
tax. 


Some of them have advocated a 


sales tax for schools, some for Con- 
federate and old age pensions, and 
others to place the general revenue 
fund—which supports the state gov- 
ernment—on a cash basis. 


Many visited Governor Futrell dur- 


ing the recent special session, discuss- 
ing this matter, but the chief execu- 
tive has given no word as to his stand, 
other than to say he has given the 
question some study. Several 
days 


before the visit of the two corpora- 
tion commissioners to Mississippi, they 
were called into the executive cham- 
ber for a conference. Prior to the 
meeting, the governor told newspaper- 
men there probably would be an an- 
nouncement afterward, but when they 
visited him, he decided to make no 
statement at that time. 


Should Aid Properly 


Although few have favored the sales 


tax as a substitute for the property 
tax, 
Commissioner Childcrs believes 


that if it is enacted, its proceeds ought 
to be used to reduce the property tax, 
or supplant it altogether. 


While admitting his study of the 


question has been limited to date, 
Commissioner Childers said he felt an 
equitable and workable law could be 
enacted which would relieve property 
owners of the ad valorem levy. 


The property tax has failed largely, 


he said, as a steady income producer. 
First, there is the fluctuation in as- 
sessments. And second, when in lean 
years the assessments drop, the in- 
come reduction is even more marked 
because of the inability of taxpayers 
to pay. 


Commissioner Newton said he would 


reserve decision on his stand. He isjji', 
making a careful study of the oper- 
ation of the law in Mississippi, and 
before any official statement comes 
from the commission, it is expected 
some of its members will visit Mis- 
sissippi again.

Introducing — "Comrad" 


Maxim Maximoyitch Litvinov 
(pronounced Lit -v ee - nof), 
who is coming to America to 
confer with President Roose- 
velt on American recognition 
of Soviet Russia. 


He is a big man with a fat stomach, 


graying light hair, pale blue eyes that 
arc cold and calculating at one time, 
warm and merry when he looks at 
his children. He looks like a success- 
ful Jewish, cloak-and-suit .merchant, 
shakes hands like a Western cowhpy, 
talks English with a London West-end 
Jewish accent, wears you out with 
his dynamic energy, and can out- 
argue anybody on earth. 


He has been criticized by bigoted, 


orthodox Bolsheviks because he has 
two dress suits and both a black silk 
and a white pique evening tie, not to 
mention long-tailed evening clothes, 
striped gray trousers and cutaway and 
a Tuxedo. He even -wears them in 
Moscow, when meeting foreign diplo- 
mats, though Stalin and other high- 
ups stick to 
their 
working-men's 


clothes. He does not wear a formid- 
able Russian beard, he doesn't even 
have a mustache. His glasses have 
horned rims that are "made in Amer- 
ica" and his formal clothes arc made 
on Bond Street. In spite of these out- 
fits for formal Occasions, however, Lit- 
vinov on ordinary work-days usually 
looks as if he slept in his clothes. 


Wife Is English 


Litvinov also has been criticized at 


home because he 
has 
a foreign, 


bourgeoise wife who is also a Bo- 
hemian. To 
proletarian 
Russia a 


bourgeois wife is bad enough. To 
have her Bohemian in her tastes is 
practically counter to their ideals. Yet 
Mrs. Litvinov, the former English 
upper-class woman, Ivy Low, niece 
of the late journalist, 
Sir Maurice- 


Low, 
goes right ahead exactly as she 


pleases in Moscow, absolutely backed 
by her husband. She has written ar- 
ticles for the press of foreign coun- 
tries, has published a detective story, 
is working on a novel, has reported 
drama for Russia's only English-print- 
ed paper, the Moscow News, and in 
addition holds the one and only "salon" 
that any 
Bolshevik leader's 
wife 


boasts. Here writers, artists, actors 
and visiting foreigners lucky enough

State Liquor Monopoly Apparently Succeeds 


There is made public today a portion, of the rc-sults, 


shortly to be published, of a'study, sponsored by John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., of the problem of liquor control- Tin'. 
study was conducted by Raymond B. Fosdick and Albert 
L. Scott. The portion made public today, comparing the 
state monopoly system with the license system of liquor 
control, follows: 


The test of all plans is in their practical operation. II is 


not possible to compare American experience under ;i license 
system with experience under a state alcoholic authority, 
because no American state has ever operated under the latter 
plan. 
i> 


inherent points of strength and weak- 
ness in the public monopoly and pri- 
vate license plans in dealing with such 
matters as sales stimulation, adver- 
tising, price 
control, 
character of 


liquor sales shops, temperance edu- 
cation and liability to graft and aur- 
ruption. 


It should be observed, first of all, 


that the objective is the .same under 
both plans, namely, to place the .sale 
of liquor under a series of restrictions 
devised to curtail excessive consump- 
tion. The only difference lies in the 
method of achieving this object. The 
licensing 
system 
endeavors to es- 


tablish these controls through negative 
rules, 
regulations, 
conditions and 


taxes, imposed from without, upon 
private enterprise, which necessarily 


Experience abroad, though sugges- 


tive, is, because of marked differences 
in social conditions, far from con- 
clusive. Perhaps the most nearly com- 
parable is the Canadian experience, 
under which in eight 
of the nine 


provinces, both prohibition and license 
have been abandoned in favor of the 
state monopoly system. Our own care- 
ful investigations in Canada indicate 
thtat the systems are working with 
reasonable 
success. 
Although the 


Canadians have by 110 means solved 
all the difficulties, they arc making 
distinct and intelligent progress. We 
found in Canada widespread approval 
of the underlying idea of state mo- 
nopoly. Few desire to return to the 
license system. 


Plans Controster 


Let us examine more specifically the 


state Authority plan endeavors to im- 
pose these controls through positive 
management from within a public en- 
terprise conducted for thcbenefit ol 
society. 


Sales Stimulation 


In what way do these differences in 


method of control affect the problem 
of sales stimulation'.' The answer is 
obvious. 
Under a state 
monopoly 


system, the liquor would be sold di- 
rectly 
the state through a chain 


of stores, the profits turned into the 
state treasury, and that would be the 
end of it. No individual connected 
with the retail sale would gain one 
penny by reafon of his 
sales, nor 


would his employment be imperiled if 
he failed to show good sales returns, 
as miyht hu the ease in private trade. 


In harmony with the 
underlying 


principle of the Authority. Ihe salaried 
employe's waiting on the customers in 
the 
various state stores would be 


under strict supervision not only to 
';co that there was no encouragement 
of the .sale ol ILjuor lint to make sure 
that no beverages were sold in vio- 
lation of the letter and spirit of the 
regulations. 


Under the license system, on the 


other hand, competing private dealers 
are under constant temptation to build 
up their sale;; and profits. The is- 
suance of liquor licenses to private 


a living by the sale of liquor. Since 
his livelihood is at stake, the private 
seller always has been and always 
will be interested in sales, and in 
nothing but sales. 


Price Control 


The retail price level of alcoholic 


beverages not only determines profits 
but also has a direct bearing on the 
amount of consumption and on the 
problem of the bootlegger. The pros- 
pective consumer desires a low price. 
The producer also wishes to set com- 
paratively low prices to attract trade. 
The law enforcement officer is con- 
cerned lest extremely high prices ot 
liquor encourage the bootlegger to 
undersell with his untaxed or adul- 
terated products. 
hTe prohibitionist 


generally is on the side of high prices, 
for he believes that if liquor is ex- 
pensive it will be placed out of the 
reach of many persons. 
The tax- 


levying authorities are not directly 
concerned with retail prices, but are 
eager to have large revenues. 


Here is a knotty tangle of interests 


in the price of alcoholic beverages. 
Much, of course, will depend upon 
rates of taxation. But inasmuch as 
the retail price of liquor is a central 
factor in regulating both legal and il- 
legal consumption, the Authority can 
use its price-making power as one of

Former Camden Liquidat- 


ing Agent Is Accused 


of Shortages 


CAMDEN, Ark.-(£>)-The trial of 


Lawrence E. Wilson, .former;. lieu- 
tenant* governor, on ttlarges pf em- 
bezzlement growing out of his ad- 
ministration as liquidating agent of 
the affairs of three Ouachita county 
banks, is scheduled to start in circuit 
court here next Monday. 


Wilson, who resigned the three po-' 


sitions as 'liquidating agent he held 
at 'the same time he was lieutenant 
governor, after State Banking De- 
partment examiners reported short- 
ages in his accounts, has contended 
throughout that the charges were the 
result of politics and that he con- 
verted none of the bank funds to 
his own use except those to which 
he was entitled for his services. 


The three banks were the Ouachita 


Valley Bank of Camden, the Louann 
State Bank of Louann, and 
the 


Peoples State Bank of Stephens. 


Last year, he ran for renomination 


for a second term as lieutenant gov- 
ernor but was defeated in the pri- 
mary. Following his retirement from 
office last January, he went to Tex- 
arkana to practice law. 


VVi?. .n's career in state politics was 


briel ,>ut turbulent. 


In 1«29 he was a member of the 


house of representatives, representing 
Ouachita county. Though a newcom- 
er, he soon became one of the recog- 
nized administration leaders in that 
branch. In that capacity, he directed 
the administration fight for passage of 
an income tax law. When the ma- 
chinery for enforcing the new law 
was set up, Wilson was named ad- 
ministrator for touth Arkansas. He 
gave up this position, however, after 
the attorney general held he could not 
legally serve since he also was a mem- 
ber of the legislature. 


He ran for lieutenant governor in 


1930 and was elected, taking office in 
January, 1931. Later he stirred up 
another controversy when, acting as 
governor for a few days during the 
absence from the state of Governoi 
Parnell, he pardoned his brother, who 
had been convicted of an offense al 
El Dorado but had not begun serving 
the sentence. 


Then came his troubles over his ad- 


ministration of the affairs of three 
closed banks in his 
home county, 


which precipitated his resignation, al- 
though he declared at the time that he 
was guilty of no wrong doing. 


Prior to this, however, he had been 


defeated in the primary for renomina- 
tion as lieutenant governor. 


The indictments against him here 


were returned a few months ago.

that private industry with all its de- 
fects is "still vastly superior to gov- 
ernment planning and 
government 


control of business and of human ef- 
fort." 


Praising the attainment of the busi- 


ness men who conceived and built 
the world exposition, Smith .said: 


"It may be and will be urged thnt 


private industry often labors for pri- 
vate gain. 


"It may be that its end sometimes 


is selfish. 


"It may be that there arp times 


when it needs the curb and the bit of 
government regulations. But it still 
is vastly superior to government plan- 
ning and government control of busi- 
ness and all human effort. 


"Now let us- not be loo cynical about 


the motives that have actuated the 
men who have wrought these build- 
ings which 
house 
the 
miracles of 


science 
and 
invention. 
Pride of 


achievement, ambition to excell, love 
of work and art, have had more to 
do with it than the mere desire to 
make money and exploit others. 


"And it is a matter of common fact, 


it is something that can be seplled out 
of every line of our history, that gov- 
ernment is at its best when it supple- 
ments and co-operates with private 
industry."

STATE LIQUOR 


(Continued from Page One) 


its most effective instruments of con- 
trol. 


Rhode Island has enacted a law 


giving to its Licensing Board, called 
the Alcoholic Beverage Commission, 
power 'to fix the wholesale prices of 
all such commodities (beverages), to 
be sold within this slate or to be im- 
ported or brought into the state or 
exported therefrom, and to rise or 
lower such prices in whole or in part 
from time to time,' etc. 


This legislation recognizes the cru- 


cial importance of regulating price; 
but one may doubt whether Rhode 
Island has proposed a workable meth- 
od of accomplishing the result. It is 
not likely that a state liquor licens- 
ing board can exercise power to fix 
prices without running afoul of the 
strongest kind of opposition and inter, 
ference from the private business in- 
terests involved. 


Defects of License 


If prices are raised, those with stocks 


on hand will reap unearned profits; 
if they are lowered, losses will ensue. 
Under such conditions, private deal- 
ers will not be inclined to stand idly 
by, nor 
will the public accept as 


reasonable a system which gives such 
fortuitous profits or tosses to indi- 
viduals. 


We anticipate, moreover, in connec- 


tion with this type of legislation, a 
veritable field day of court actions. 
At the very least, between the licens- 
ing board and the private dealers a 
state of war will inevitably develop 
into which the legislature 
will be 


drawn. 


In contrast, consider the Alcohol 


Control Authority's position. The Au- 
thority could fix prices without the 
slightest opposition from private busi- 
ness interests because the Authority 
would own the liquor. Through price 
control it could within limits modify 
sales volume at will. On the basis of 
results, it could, if need be, change 
the prices again. 


The Authority would be equally 


concerned with defeating the bootleg, 
ger and with avoiding the stimulation 
of consumption which might follow 
too low a level of prices. 


It would even be possible for the 


Authority to sell certain products at 
a pi-ice below what 
would show a 


profit, if this step were thought ex- 
pedient as a measure of promoting 
temperance through 
a 
change of 


drinking tastes. The price of liquor is 
thus seen as a two-edged sword, but 
to avoid disaster the wielder of it 
must have exclusive possession of the 
hilt.

Criticism doesn't bother Litvinov. 


He always has met with it. He knows 
that he has a longer and belter record 
fkor sticking to Bolshevik ideals than 
practically anyone in Russia. He is, 
in fact, one of the "Old Bolsheviks," a 
title reserved for the 
small group 


which included Lenin. Trotsky. Stdlin 
and others lucky enough to have been 
in on the 1905 revolution. 


Litvinov was born in Bielostok in 


1876, when that part of Poland was 
Russia. His real name, Walloch, ap- 
parently has never been used by him. 
When he wa;: 17 he was exiled to Si- 
beria for anti-Czarist activities. He 
went to Switzerland and continued 
undercover work for the revolution- 
ists, was held for smuggling in the 
arms used in the 1905 Revolution. 


International Salesman 


The rest of those,10 years before the 


Revolution, Litvinov spent in Eng- 
land or on tho continent, always earn- 
ing his living in a bourgeoisc world— 
as a .salesman in England under tho 
name of Henderson, as a teacher in the 
Berlitz School at Rotterdam, as an 
architectural draftsman, as a book 
dealer. His business training it; one 
of his Biggest assets in his present 
job, for he is the only Russian Com- 
missar who thoroughly understands 
how to deal with representatives of 
bourgeois countries 
on 
their own 


ground. Moreover, he thoroughly en- 
joys it 


Having worked 
personally 
with 


Lenin in England before the Bolshe- 
vik revolution, in 1918, Lenin, from 
Moscow, appointed Litvinov "Ambas- 
sador to England 
of 
the 
Russian 


people." 
England already had one 


Russian Ambassador appointed by the 
late Czar), so when Litvinov began 
speech making, declaring Russia's in- 
tention of making the whole world 
Bolshevik, they just put Litvinov in 
jail. That happened 
simultaineously 


with Moscow's jailing of the Britisr 
High Commissioner R. H. Bruce Lock- 
hart, who had been accused of con- 
spiracy to overthrow the Bolsheviks. 
So Russia and England compromised. 
It is just exactly 15 years ago this 
month that England traded the jailed 
Litvinov back to Russia for England's 
jailed Lockhart. 


A Hallcs Appointee 


Ever since that day Litvinov has 


been in and out of Russia as tho "r- 
fieial Soviet minister in Europe. First 
he served as Assistant Commissar of 
Foreign Affairs under Tchitcherin, and 
since 1929, as Commissar. 


One of the most interesting anec- 


dotes told in Moscow about Litvinov 
concerns his appointment as Commis- 
sar. Apparently the only vanity the 
man lias is his hat. Always, from the 
beginning of his Bolshevik activities, 
he has never been without a European 
version of our 10-gallon hat, a black 
hat with a big brim. During lean 
years he wore the same one until it 
dropped to pieces. But he always wore 
it. 
When rumors of Tchitchcriii's 


resignation from the position of Com- 
missar were in the air, everpbody in 
the organization was wondering who 
would get the job. Several 
thought 


they had it. 


No one had mentioned Litvinov. So 


lie was surprised one day to pick up 
thu phone and hear Stalin say, "Come 
on ovevr. 1 want to talk to you about 
your new job." He was so excited 
that he lite-rally ran to Stalin's office 
and only when hu '•••ached there and 
moved to take his hat off lid he real- 
ize that in his haste ho had left it 
behind him! 


Successful Diplomat 


By 1924 Litvivnov had 
secured 


economic relations with all Europe 
and 
cutuul 
recognition 
with most 


European countries. In 1927 he threw 
the Disarmament Conference into a 
panic by risiny and making a plea 


for "immediate and complete destruc. 
tion of every possible instrument of 
war on land and sea." Diplomats were 
not used to straight-from-the-shoulder. 
propositions! In May this year he se- 
cured 
a non-aggresive 
pact 
with 


France, declared to be the peak of his 
amazing achievements. At the World 
Economic Conference he signed non- 
aggressive pacts with nine other na- 
tions and prepared the way to Amer- 
ican recognition by discussing Rus- 
sia's, possible purchase of 70 per cent 
of our cotton. 


In addition to being such a success- 


ful diplomat, Litvinov is probably one 
of the best family men in Russia. He, 
Ivy and their two children, a boy of 
12 and girl 10, the children's- dog, 
"Brandy," and one servant livo in four 
little rooms over the garage behind the 
former sugar king's palace.

list of long .staple cotton from W. A. 
Goleman, of Mineral Springs, Tuesday. 
Mr. Kinser paid 15.4 cents per pound 
for the extra long staple. This is the 
third list of this staple he has bought 
this year. 


Mr. Coleman has been 
growing 


premium cotton for 15 or 20 years, 
of the type that once brought world- 
wide fame to Hope as a market for 
this fle«cy staple. Mr. Kinser paid 
him as high as ?1 a pound in the boom 
days following the war. 


Mr. Coleman is attempting to inter- 


est other southwest Arkansas farm- 
ers in cultviating this cotton, that it 
might once again bring fame to this 
section. He is saving all his seed for 
other farmers who may wish a start 
next year.

cloth which is exceptionally fine in 
texture, and which, improves, rather 
than cUteriorates, through 
ordinary
